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An economic boy cott is being 
urged as a mjeans of bringing 
Jap an to terms and halting the 
ruthless inv asion of China. The 
idea is that the Nip p onese soon 
would be forced into a state of 
bankrup tcy p rev enting further 
military camp aigns on the con­ 
tinent of Asia. 
Howev er, if officially ap p lied 
such a p olicy might lead to op en 
warfare. Jap an, following Mus­ 
solini’s ex amp le at the time of 
the Ethiop ian conquest, might 
choose the risks of military a t­ 
tack on major p owers than the 
humiliation of an about-face. 
Voluntary boy cotts of Jap an­ 
ese goods are already effectiv e in 
Great Britain and the United 
States. This undoubtedly will jolt 
the industrial and mercantile in­ 
terests of Tokio into a stern real­ 
ization of the folly of fly ing in 
the face of world op inion. 
Whether such tactics should 
be officially sanctioned, howev er, 
is at least a debatable question.

wherein resort to economic p res­ 
sure alone has resulted in forc­ 
ing a change of national p olicy 
up on a country already em­ 
barked up on a p rogram of mili­ 
tary conquest. The formal ex er­ 
cise of such p ressure, indeed, has 
inv ariably led to war.

That 
same y ear Mary Ly on founded 
Mount Holy oke Seminary . It was 
many y ears later before that in­ 
stitution ev olv ed into a full- 
fledged college, but it is inter­ 
esting to note the two mov e­ 
ments were contemp oraneous.

Lafay ette, Oct. 10—An ag ricul­ 
tural trade-m arke ior “superior 
Hoosier farm products” was ad­ 
v ocated tonig ht by Gov ernor M. 
Clifford Townsend a t the Purdue 
Univ ersity all-ex tension dinner. 
Addressing county ag ents and 
farm leaders, the g ov ernor said: 
“I am g lad th at finally steps are 
being taken tQ desig n and adopt 
an Indiana ag ricultural trade­ 
m ark to be put on ag ricultural 
commodities of superior q uality . 
“I can think of no other state 
where 
an ag ricultural 
trade­ 
mark would be of g reater ad­ 
v antag e. Our farmers lay g reat 
stress on q uality commodities, 
and a trade-m ark would call this 
to the attention of consumers all 
ov er the nation. 
“When the consumer becomes 
accustomed to identify ing Hoos­ 
ier products as q uality products, 
he will ask for the trade-m arked 
product. And that will mean an 
increased demand for Hoosier 
farm commodities. There is no 
reason why the Indiana tomato 
should 
not become 
as 
well- 
known as the California sunkist 
orang e. We speak of Idaho pota­ 
toes and Oreg on apples. Why 
not Hoosier melons and Hoosier 
peppermint? 
“In times past, the people of 
the United States were inclined 
to think of the problems of the 
farmers as isolated 
problems 
which did not g reatly concern 
them. But today we realize th at 
the economic and social status of 
the farm er affects ev ery one. 
“W hat g ov ernment has tried to 
do is to establish a secure farm 
income and protect the farmer 
as much as possible from price 
collapse, y ears of bad crops as a 
result of droug ht, dust storms, 
erosion and disease. The entire 
economic sy stem of the nation 
trembles when farm prices fluc­ 
tuate from ex treme to ex treme. 
“Today the farm er is g etting 
a better share of the price the 
consumer pay s for food than he 
has receiv ed for many y ears. A 
study of prices paid in a y ear by 
the av erag e family for 58 differ­ 
ent foods shows the farm er’s 
share has increased 65 per cent 
since 1932. 
“At this time we are in the pro­ 
cess of chang ing ov er from a 
temporary prog ram which was 
hastily assembled because of the 
demand for immediate action 


into a permanent, 
long -rang e 
prog ram for the farmer. 
“I think th at there is a pos­ 
sibility th at an ex tfa session of 
Cong ress may be called to en­ 
act an effectiv e farm prog ram. 
I sug g ested to Secretary Wallace 
a short time ag o th at pending 
any new leg islation the farmers 
of the corn belt be g iv en a loan 
of 60 cents a bushel on com to 
prev ent a price collapse in De­ 
cember.”

S ta rt Wa r On 
Gig g le S mo ke 


San Francisfco 
(JP)—The fed­ 
eral g ov ernment has formally 
entered the war ag ainst Ameri­ 
ca’s newest narcotic menace, the 
m arihuana cig aret. 
When 
the 
potent 
Harrison 
narcotic act was passed in 1914, 
“g ig g le smokes” were known on­ 
ly to a handful of Mex icans in 
the southwest and escaped in­ 
clusion. In the post-war jazz ag e 
they attracted attention of west­ 
ern peace officers us a freq uent 
factor in juv enile crime, and by 
1937 their dang er was so wide­ 
ly recog nized th at 46 of the 48 
states had outlawed them. 
Now, under the form of an “ex ­ 
cise tax law,” cong ress had em­ 
powered Uncle 
Sam’s 
trained 
dope hunters to g o into action 
ag aints marihuana. 
“M arihuana is raised larg ely by 
Mex icans in the midst of corn­ 
fields,” say s W. G. Walker, chief 
of 
the California div ision of 
narcotic enforcement. “Five hun­ 
dred pounds may be g rown in a 
patch 100 feet sq uare and hidden 
in 160 acres of com. 
“We hav e found it among the 
plants of a m an’s backy ard g ar­ 
den and a park laborer ev en 
sowed it mong his flowerbeds. 
The ordinary birdseed y ou buy 
for a canary is m arihuana seed, 
so y ou see it is easy to staft a 
crop.” 
In late summer, the plant’s 
narrow leav es ex ude a powerful 
narcotic 
resin. 
The 
branches 
then are harv ested, dried in the 
sun, crushed and rolled into cig - 
arets. These normally sell for 25 
cents each. 
A nationwide surv ey by Dr. 
FH&ik R. Gomila, New” Orleans 
commissioner of public safety , 
shows a larg e proportion of Ma­ 
rihuana smokers are boy s and 
g irls between 18 and 21. They 
refer to the cig arets as “mug - 
g les,” and to the effect as a “g ig ­ 
g le.” One cig aret of pure m ari­ 
huana is usually g ood for a three 
hour g ig g le.

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PREPARING FOR PEACE 
It is the du ty of the nation to prepare for peace, 
and it can do this in keeping ou t of foreig n qu ar­ 
rels and seeing that its defensiv e forces remain 
intact, according to Secretary of War Harry H. 
Woodring , who denou nces the folly and disaster 
of warfare in an article on “Preparing for Peace” 
in the cu rrent issu e of the National Repu blic. In 
part, Mr. Woodring say s: 
“We wou ld be less than frank if we did not 
ex press concern ov er the g athering clou ds of in­ 
ternational discord that are clearly v isible in 
some qu arters. These clou ds do not necessarily 
portend a g eneral storm. Indeed the v ery seri­ 
ou sness of the situ ation is a challeng e to mod­ 
erate statesmen to ex ert ev ery influ ence for 
peace. Certainly the ferv ent hope of ev ery Amer­ 
ican is that sanity will prev ail and that rational 
diplomacy will find the way to preserv ation of 
peace. 
“As Americans ou r du ty is to keep ou rselv es en­ 
tirely aloof from any possible inv olv ement in 
international dispu tes. By continu ed cordial re­ 
lationships with all cou ntries, by the mainte­ 
nance of the President’s g ood neig hbor policy 
we may be able to ex ercise a friendly bu t de­ 
tached influ ence for peace. If, despite all efforts, 
war u nhappily assails any part of the world, ou r 
own du ty is cry stal clear. We mu st sav e ou r peo­ 
ple from its horrors, 
“First, it seems to me, we shou ld keep ou r own 
cou ntry adequ ately secu re ag ainst attack. We 
hav e no thou g ht of ag g ression ag ainst any cou n­ 
try . At the same time we shou ld maintain ou r 
defenses to the ex tent necessary to protect ou r­ 
selv es ag ainst attack, ag ainst ag g ression of oth­ 
ers. i 
“In all dispu tes between foreig n cou ntries, 
which do not directly inv olv e the United States, 
we shou ld u se ou r influ ence to see that ou r peo­ 
ple maintain the strictest neu trality . This does 
not mean mere statu tory neu trality . We shou ld 
observ e the spirit as well as the letter of neu ­ 
trality . As Woodrow Wilson said, we shou ld be 
neu tral in thou g ht as well as in deed. If war u n­ 
happily comes to other nations ou r people shou ld 
remain calm and detached. We shou ld resist all 
attempts by ev ery g rou p, no matter how well- 
intentioned, to bring emotional pressu re to bear 
on ou r cou ntry to take any action that mig ht be 
constru ed as being either leg ally or morally u n­ 
neu tral. We shou id not attempt to pass moral 
ju dg ment on bellig erents. Frequ ently it is diffi­ 
cu lt for historians after y ears of research to de­ 
termine the war g u ilt of bellig erents. How mu ch 
more difficu lt is it for u s to determine the g u ilty 
u nder stress of emotion and u nder the pressu re 
of conflicting and misleading propag anda. We 
mu st not attempt as indiv idu als or as a nation to 
pass moral ju dg ment on activ ities of other na- 


tions where there are conflicts between peoples or 
between cou ntries. 
“It is in/attem pting to pass moral ju dg ment 
on the motiv es and responsibilities of other na­ 
tions that the dang er lies. Su ch an action mig ht 
.easily be the first step toward inv olv ing ou rselv es 
in hostilities. It may be noted that it is precisely 
in this respect that many of u s who most ear­ 
nestly and sincerely wish to av oid war show ou r 
inconsistency . We rig htl^ abhor war. *Bu t we 
are often the first to pass moral ju dg ment and 
to take sides among bellig erents.” 
“The av oidance of participation in a g eneral 
war is no easy task in these modern times when 
the possibilities of friction are mu ltiplied by the 
necessary interdependence of nations. Howev er, 
in the United States we are in the happy posi­ 
tion of being larg ely ex empt from conditions that 
mig ht seriou sly imperil ou r peace. Ou r close 
neig hbors are ou r close friends. Ou r coasts are 
protected by wide oceans which, thou g h mu ch 
more easily crossed than formerly , still consti­ 
tu te formidable barriers for inv ading hosts. We 
are mu ch more nearly self-contained than any 
other nation. Su bstantially all that we need lies 
within ou r bou ndaries.” 


$1,000,000,000 WORTH OF PROSPERITY 
“Wrap u p a billion dollars’ worth.” 
In effect, as an adv ertisement of the Associa­ 
tion of American Railroads points ou t, this is 
what the rails say each y ear to American com­ 
merce and indu stry .

000,000 for fu el, materials and su pplies. In ad­ 
dition, they spent $300,000,000 for new equ ipment 
and improv ed facilities. Railroad pu rchasing in­ 
clu des more than 70,000 different items.

Almost ev ery 
state and city is a market for the railroads. 
It is difficu lt to v isu alize the mag nitu de of rail­ 
road pu rchases. For ex ample, the items requ ired 
by railroad dining cars alone make a stag g ering 
total. Nine million pou nds of potatoes — 2,000,- 
000 dozen eg g s — 15,000,000 pou nds of meat — 
30.000.000 rolls'— 2,000,000 pou nds of bu tter — 
these are bu t part of the su pplies needed to serv e 
25.000.000 meals each y ear. Ag ricu ltu re shares in 
the bou nty of railroad pu rchasing ho less than 
indu stry . 
What does it mean to America when this g reat 
priv ate bu y ing ag ency is forced into drastic re­ 
trenchment? You can easily answer this qu es­ 
tion for y ou rself from depression ex periences 
which were felt in ev ery indu stry and ev ery sec­ 
tion of the cou ntry . Proposed laws and measu res 
su ch as are now pending in Cong ress, which 
wou ld add u ncalled-for financial bu rdens to rail­ 
road operations — so g reat that all operating 
profits wou ld be absorbed — are a new threat to 
the v ery ex istence of ou r g reatest sing le indu stry , 
and to all indu stry and all workers.

Washington 
Daybook

Washington — Before leav ing 
for his western tour, President 
Roosev lt had included a brief 
paragraph or two about foreign 
affairs into a speech he made 
abou t the constitution. He said: 
“ Fear spreads throughout the 
wbrld—fear of aggression, fear of 
inv asion, fear of rev olution, fear 
of death. The people of America 
are rightly determined to keep 
that growing menace froiti our 
shores. 
“The known and measu rable 
dang er of becoming inv olv ed in 
war we face confidently . As to 
that, y ou r g ov ernment knows 
y ou r mind, and y ou know y ou r 
g ov ernment’s mind.” 
Then he made the western 
trip. He talked to a lot of people 
and they talked to him. On his 
retu rn trip he made the Chicag o 
speech, talking of the desirabil­ 
ity of taking “positiv e” action to 
“qu arantine” that Id per cent of 
the world’s popu lation which 
wou ldn’t keep its hands off its 
g u ns. 
That speech su rprised a su b­ 
stantial part of official and u nof­ 
ficial Washing ton. May be, after 
all, Washing ton merely thou g ht 
it knew what was in the g ov ern­ 
ment’s inind. Or may be the g ov ­ 
ernment, after its tou r west, had 
discov ered 
something 
in 
the 
cou ntry ’s mind htat it hadn’t 
su spected was there in su ch 
force. 
At any rate, the talk was so 
mu ch more ag g ressiv e in tone 
than the stand taken by the state 
department in its sev eral proc­ 
lamations abou t the peace-mind- 
edness of the United States that 
some su rmised the President had 
become a bit impatient. 


Neutrality Act’s First Test 
Another su rmise: 
That the 
President had discov ered a ris­ 
ing swell of American sentiment 
ag ainst sitting on the interna­ 
tional fence. 
What actu ally has happened, 
in the v iew of many here, is that 
the neu trality act has been pu t 
to its first test before the pu blic. 
It wasn’t pu t to a test in the 
Ethiopian affair, which occu rred 
before 
the 
present act 
was 
passed. 
Spain was not mu ch of a test. 
Both sides seemed to be fairly 
well matched, and civ il wars 
among Spanish-speaking peoples 
hav e been rather frequ ent affairs 
on this continent for centu ries. 
Bu t the cu rrent oriental war— 
if one may y et call it that—is 
different. It bring s ou t American 
sy mpathies which it is difficu lt 
to prev ent being translated into 
action. 


The Two Views 
Bu t 
cong ress 
debated that 
qu estion 
a long time before 
passing the neu trality act. Sen­ 
ators Ny e, Clark, Vandenberg 
and others insisted that isolation 
was the best means of keeping 
ou t of foreig n war and that any 
effort to cooperate with other 
nations in su ppressing ou tbreaks 
was simply inv iting a repetition 
of 1917. The v ote in the senate 
was 62 to 6 in fav or of the neu ­ 
trality act which incorporates 
that v iew. 
Bu t former Secretary of State 
Henry L. Stimson say s a boy cott 
by the United States and Great 
Britain of Japanese silk and oth­ 
er ex ports will leav e that cou ntry 
no money to fig ht China. And, he 
say s, su ch a boy cott wou ldn’t 
bring war. 
Those are the two v iews, and 
the President’s speech appears 
to fav or the Stimson v iew of do­ 
ing something —now.

qu alifications. 
Welfare workers also dealing 
with 
children 
and 
families 
shou ld be as well trained as 
teachers.” 
He pointed ou t cou nty welfare 
workers cau sed last y ear 6,000 
cases to be stricken from the ag e 
assistance rolls becau se of ineli­ 
g ibility and deterred the award­ 
ing of g rants to 12,000 more In­ 
elig ible applicants. 
“This work of competent in­ 
v estig ators alone sav es the state, 
cou nty and federal g ov ernments 


at least $4 ,000,000 a y ear on pay ­ 
ments in Indiana,” Gottschalk 
said. 
The merit sy stem has been 
placed into effect in all county 


departments, he said, with the 
state pay ing a half of the salarj 
ex pense of all v isitors, v isitor*! 
aids, superv isors and child wei-j 
fare workers.

TAX BOARD TO KEEP 


LEVIES WITHIN LAW 


Indianapolis, Oct. 14—Gov er­ 
nor M. Clifford Townsend said 
today he had 
instru cted the 
State Board of Tax Commission­ 
ers to keep property tax lev ies 
within the limits set by 
law 
wherev er possible. 
The Board annou nced that the 
first appeal hearing on tax lev ies 
wou ld be heard October 11 on 
Scott cou nty lev ies. 
The 19 37 Legislatu re fix ed the 
tax limit at $1.25 in townships 
and $2 in cities and towns, ex ­ 
clu siv e of social secu rity costs, 
money to pay interest on bonds 
and fu nds necessitated by ex tra­ 
ordinary emergency su ch as the 
winter flood. 
The Gov ernor said the State 
Welfare Board wou ld insist only 
on the minimu m salary , as fix ed 
by law, for employ es of the v ar­ 
iou s 
cou nty 
welfare 
depart­ 
ments. A representativ e of the 
State Welfare Department will 
sit with the Tax Board du ring 
the 
consideration 
of 
welfare 
bu dgets at the State Hou se. 
The cou nty bill for welfare 
personnel will be cu t $275,000 in 
the new bu dgets, the Gov ernor 
ex plained, becau se the state will 
pay half the cost. 
At least two members of the 
State Tax Board, and the entire 
Board if possible, will hear the 
bu dgets of cities of the first and 
second class, Gov ernor Town­ 
send said. 
Some 45 cou nties hav e filed a 
report of their approv ed lev ies 
with the State Board and are 
su bject to rev iew. The schedu le 
of local hearings is being pre­ 
pared by the Board now and it is 
hoped will be completed by No­ 
v ember 10. The final order of the 
State Board is to be made by De­ 
cember 1.

Effo rt to Crash Chinese Lines 
Near Internatio nal Settle­ 
ment, Pro v es Dis­ 
astro us. 


Shang hai, Oct. 14 W —A Chi­ 
nese sp okesman declared today 
that Jap anese forces had lost 
more 
than 
3,000 
dead 
and 
wounded in a disastrou s attemp t 
to crash the Chinese lines across 
Wentsaop ang Creek into Tazang , 
four miles northwest of the In­ 
ternational Settlement. 
The Jap anese army used 15,000 
men in its desp erate thru st. One 
Jap anese fly ing column p ushed 
ahead of the main body three 
miles to the ou tskirts of Tazang 
where a mu rderou s machine g un 
aid hand g renade fire forced it 
to retire to the orig inal p osition. 
Tazang is the most strong ly 
defended town on the Chinese 
battle line. Its cap tu re by the 
Jap anese mig ht force the Chinese 
troop s to withdraw from the 
hotly -contested Chap ei sector in 
order to escap e being flanked 
and su rrou nded from the west. 
Desp ite withering fire 
from 
land, sea and air the Chinese 
clung to their lines on all other 
fronts in the Shang hai district. 
While Jap anese 
p lanes 
re­ 
sumed drop p ing bombs on Cha­ 
p ei a few y ards ou tside the In­ 
ternational Settlement bou nd­ 
ary , the echo of their staccato 
machine-g u nning of two British 
motor cars late y esterday was 
creating more international con­ 
sternation.

ments had been made it was 
learned that the attack mig ht 
hav e British, Italian and Russian 
rep ercussions since citizens of 
those nations were p asseng ers in 
the automobiles.

with bullets. 
“Murray , disreg arding p ossible 
dang er, ju mp ed ou t beside the 
third car and wav ed his hand in 
an attem p t to show we were for­ 
eig ners.

SOFT COIL SMOKE 


IN CITIES PROVES 
BID FOR THE LUNCS 


New York, Oct. 14 (fP)—The soft 
coal smoke of cities is a weig ht 
reducer, an ally of p neu monia 
bronchitis and a cause of fibrosis 
in the lung s. 
This medical rep ort, one of the 
first in a camp aig n recently 
started by p hy sicans to learn 
the health effects of smoke, was 
p u blished in the American Jou r­ 
nal of Public Health in connec­ 
tion with the six ty -six th annu al 
meeting of the American Public 
Health Association which closed 
here recently . 
The medical smoke test, for 
the first time, sep arated the ef­ 
fects of the three common fuels, 
bituminous, anthracite and coke. 
Little harm was fou nd in an­ 
thracite and coke. 
n 
The stu dy was made on rats, 
mice and rabbits by Lucy Schnu - 
rer, M. D., of the William H. 
Sing er Memorial laboratory of 
the Alleg heny General hosp ital 
and Mellon Institu e, Pittsbu rg h. 
The animals liv ed in chambers 
containing smoke in the same 
p rop ortions breathed 
by hu ­ 
mans, bu t the concentration was 
hig her and more constant. Com­ 
p ared with other animals liv ing 
in smoke free chambers, the rats 
in the anthracite air g ained fiv e 
p er cent more in weig ht. In coke 
air the rats g ained 14 p er cent 
more. In bitu minou s smoke their 
weig ht g ain was 25 p er cent less 
than the control animals. 
This, howev er, did not mean 
that coke and anthracite are 
su re to cau se more weig ht. For 
rabbits slowed their weig ht in­ 
crease in all three 
kinds of 
smoky air. Far the worst for 
them was soft coal, which cu t 
them down by 91 p er cent. 
The larg est nu mbers of u n­ 
comp licated p neu monias and of 
cases of bronchitis ap p eared in 
the animals in soft coal smoke. 
“Not ev en the faintest sug g es­ 
tion of fibrosis of the lung s,” the 
rep ort states, “was seen in the 
control animals of those ex p osed 
to anthracite or coke. In the 
lu ng s of animals ex p osed to bi­ 
tu minou s coal ap p arently the 
earliest stag e of fibrosis was not­ 
ed.” 
Fibrosis is formation of con­ 
nectiv e tissu e in the lung s. It is 
not a disease in the sense that 
once started it continu es to g row 
by itself. It is serious only when 
ex tensiv e. It is one of the effects 
of the du sts which cause silico­ 
sis.

INCREASE I

(Extension Dairyman, Pu rdu e 
University.) 
When a Dairy Herd Improve­ 
ment Association was org anized 
in Boone cou nty, Indiana, last 
April after a lapse of several 
years, a set of records was beg u n 
which has since proved definitely 
that dairy-men who test their 
herds from year to year are likely 
to develop hig her produ cing ani­ 
mals than others in the same 
commu nity who do not keep rec­ 
ords. 
Du ring the interval fou r herd 
owners had continu ed their test­ 
ing prog ram in cooperation with 
an association in an adjou rning 
cou nty. Seven other dairymen 
who joined the association had 
previou sly been members while 
nine had never kept feed and 
produ ction 
records 
on 
their 
herds. When Joel Habeg g er, the 
tester, made ou t his April re­ 
port the fou r herds which had 
been on test continu ou sly aver­ 
ag ed 13 pou nds more bu tterfat 
per cow than the new herds and 
7 .5 pou nds more 
than 
those 
which had not been tested for 
some time. 
These differences were hot 
confined to the first month. 
Each month thé fou r herds have 
exceeded the produ ction of the 
other g rou ps. For the period Ap­ 
ril to September, inclu sive, the 
fou r herds averag ed 36 pou nds 
of bu tterfat per cow, while the 
herds whose owners had lost di­ 
rect 
contact of 
their 
herds 


throu g h records averag ed only 
25.5 pou nds per cow or 9.5 pou nds 
per cow less for each of the fou r 
months. This represents a differ­ 
ence of 38 pou nds per cow for 
the fou r months. 
Bu t what of the other nine 
herds that were on test for the 
first time? They averag ed 18.6 
pou nds in April 25.0 pou nds in 
May, 27 pou nds in Ju ne and 24 
pou nds in Ju ly, with a fou r 
month averag e of 23.5 pou nds. 
These fig u res prove that owners 
do derive valu e from records and 
that their u se resu lts in better 
feeding and manag ement meth­ 
ods which are pu t in practice 
with a corresponding increase in 
herd income. 
With the abu ndant su pply of 
feed in sig ht for the coming win­ 
ter the dairy cow offers a profit­ 
able market for these feeds so 
long as she possesses the ability 
for hig h produ ction and receives 
a balanced ration. Feed and 
produ ction records which 
are 
being kept on approximately one 
thou sand Indiana dairy farms 
play an important part in the 
economical produ ction of milk 
and bu tterfat. The resu lts of 
these records in Boone cou nty 
are applicable to every cou nty in 
the state. Owners of dairy 
cq w s 
whose produ ction records are 
not known, may be losing several 
times the cost of joining a test­ 
ing association throu g h lack of 
definitite information reg arding 
the produ cing ability of each cow 
in their herd. 


CERTIFIED EGGS WIFE RE 
OFFERED HID. C O U E R S 


Lafayette, Ind., Oct. 14 — A 
plan to provide Indiana hou se­ 
wives with hig her qu ality eg g s 
than what they are now bu ying 
was discu ssed recently in a meet­ 
ing of representatives of the In­ 
diana State Pou ltry Association, 
Pu rdu e pou ltry department, and 
Indiana chain stores, which was 
held at Pu rdu e University. 
The plan, which consists of 
edu cating consu mers to differen­ 
tiate between choice and poor 
qu ality eg g s, is to be tried first 
in Indianapolis on an experi­ 
mental basis, and if fou nd satis­ 
factory it will be introdu ced in 
other parts of the state. It is 
hoped to expand the consu mer 
demand for better qu ality Hoo- 
sier eg g s, whereas now it was 
said that more than 90 per cent 
of Indiana’s hig h qu ality eg g s 
are shipped to New York City 
and other eastern markets. 
The hig h qu ality eg g s will be 
sold as “Certificate Eg g s,” and 
will inclu de g r^de A and B eg g s 
as determined by federal in­ 
spection. 
A committee to plan 
the details in carrying ou t the 
prog ram on an experimental 
basis in Indianapolis was ap­ 
pointed. E. R. Menefee, of the 
Pu rdnd pou ltry department, dis­ 
cu ssed the plan with the g rou p 
meeting at the University. Ho­ 
bart Creig hton, president of the 
Indiana State Pou ltry Associa­ 
tion, presided.

Fill IS BEST TIME 
TO TBEIT POULTRY 
FOR LICE AND MITES 


Pou ltry flocks shou ld be treat­ 
ed for lice and mites this fall 
before cold weather, in order to 
insu re freedom from these pests 
du ring the winter months, ac­ 
cording to G. E. Lehker, exten­ 
sion entomolog ist of Pu rdu e Uni­ 
versity, who g ave timely control 
recommendations: 
“For killing pou ltry lice two 
methods are standard,” he said. 
“One is the sodiu m flou ride 
treatment of birds and the other 
the nicotine su lphate treatment 
of roosts. To u se the sodiu m 
flou ride as a dip, immerse the 
birds u p to their eyes and nos­ 
trils for 20 to 30 seconds in a so­ 
lu tion of one ou nce of the pow­ 
der In six g allops of water. To 
insu re penetration to the skfti, 
hold the wing s above the back

“The entire flock shou ld be 
treated in the morning to allow 
time for the birds to dry before 
nig htfall,” adds Lehker. “Sodiu m 
flou ride du st may be su bstitu ted 
in cold weather. In reg ard to 
the nicotine su lphate treatment 
of roosts, this method is simple 
and qu ite effective if reg u larly 
u sed. Apply the material in a 
thin line to clean perches ju st 
before roosting time at the rate 
of an ou nce for each thirty feet 
of perch.” 
Speaking of pou ltry mites, Leh­ 
ker said, “The common red mite 
lives in the pou ltry hou se and 
may be controlled by spraying 
the interior with a mixtu re Of 
one part of kerosene in fou r 
parts of u sed crank case oil, or 
perhaps better equ al parts of 
kerosene and carbolineu m or an­ 
thracene oil. This is not tru e, 
however, of the feather or de­ 
plu ming mite which live on the 
birds and mu st be controlled by 
dipping in a mixtu re of two 
ou nces of flowers of su lphu r In 
a g allon of water to which an 
ou nce of soap has been added. 
For control of scaly leg mites 
still another treatment is nec­ 
essary. Dip the infested leg s in 
pu re kerosene taking care not to 
wet the skin or feathers. Cru de 
petroleu m is also very effective 
for this pu rpose.” 
Pu rdu e extension bu lletin, No.

Seattle — I t costs on ly 50 
cen ts a four min utes in the n ew 
mun icipal testin g station to de­ 
termin e if y our automobile is 
safe to be at larg e on Seattle 
streets. 
This accideht-preven tion de­ 
vice was in aug urated last De­ 
cember. But when July 1 came 
aroun d an d police looked over 
the records, they foun d that 
most of the city ’s motorists had 
ig n ored n otices to have their 
cars tested for the first quarter 
of the y ear. 
Somethin g had to be don e 
about it. First off, seven motor­ 
ists were arrested an d fin ed. 
That served as a warn in g . Then 
n ewspapers carried education al 
articles ^about the testin g . They 
reported that used car dealers 
in n eig hborin g town s were so 
pleased with the safety meas­ 
ure they were sen din g prospects 
here to be tested. 
The result: By Aug ust 1 some 
90,000 of the 100,000 vehicles 
reg istered in Seattle had passed 
throug h the mill. 
The testin g station was built 
an d equipped at a cost of about 
$70,000 in the face of petition s 
deman din g that the plan first 
be submitted to a referen dum. 
The tester can han dle 1,900 
cars a day . Althoug h it is oper­ 
atin g at a deficit, it will show 
a small profit by the en d of the 
y ear an d should retire its orig in ­ 
al cost within a few y ears, said 
City En g in eer N. A. Carle. 
All automobiles more than 6 
mon ths old must be tested twice 
a y ear. On ly 44 per cen t of those 
in spected are approved on their 
first tests. The chief supervisor, 
E. S. Van Horn , said testin g was 
an ey e-open er to “the hun ­ 
dreds of motorists who are rid­ 
in g aroun d in ‘hearses’ an d 
don ’t kn ow it.” 
Poor headlig hts are the most 
common defect, closely followed 
by poor brakin g an d defective 
tail lig hts. 
A n ew state law will make 
this ty pe of testin g compulsory , 
un der the state patrol super­ 
vision , when fun ds are avail­ 
able. The state plan s to acquire 
the Seattle station as part of 
its testin g sy stem.
